The Chairman, in opening the 
meeting spoke of the great privi- 
lege it was to hive been asked to 
oceupy the chair. . At the very 
outset he desired to make gcod an 
omission which occurred inadver- 
tently in publishing the report of 
the sub-committee of the Educa- 
tion Board upon the education of 
British children 
The minority report, signed by 
Mr. Ralphs, the Inspector of Eng- 
lish Schools, was not published, 
and in fairness to him he proposed 
to read it. The Chairman then 
read Mr. Ralphs’ report as'under: 


1. The British children in the 
Colony may be divided inta four 
main groups, . > 
(a) those who will-remain in the 

Colony until about the age of 
nine years, then to be sent io 
‘a Preparatory Schcol ar Hore; 
those who wi remain until 
the age of twelve or thirteen 
years, then leaving to enter a 
Public School at Home: © 
those who will remain unt] 
the age of sixteen or sevente2n 
years with the intention of 
goirg to a Technical College, 
University College or Univer- 
sity at Home: a 
those who will not be sert 
Home, out who will complete 
their education here with a 
view to earning their living 
in the Colony or in the Fer 
East. 

2. In this. Report the term “Prim- 
ary’ is used to indicat? schools 
consisting cf Classes for children 
up tothe 2ge of nive’years. All 
chilaren in this. group reduire one 
common type of education. There 


‘would ‘be normally in eeca suca 


Primary schoo] four Classes, viz. 
Class 7—the highest class in the 
School—Class 8 and two Kinder- 
garter Classes. The teaching of 
children in these early stages has 
Secome a ‘highly. specialized art, 
and modal Kindergarten’ depart- 
ments under fully-trained Kinder- 
gatten Mistresses should be a 


special feature in these Primary 


Schools. 

A Primary schoo] should be 
in 
which the number of British chil- 
dren’ justifies a separate school. 
At present four such places are 
The’ Peak, 
Quarry Bay and Causeway Bay. 

Kowloon and the Peak are already 
provided for. At Quarry Bay there 
are at the time of writing some 
fifty children between the ages of 
five and nine years; ‘a ‘Primary 
school would therefore appear ..to 
be called for at once at Quarry 
Bay. Such a school could be ex- 
pected to open with ‘an average 
attendance equal to that at the 
existing Kowloon ° Junior Schocl 
Eighteen of’ the Quarry Bay chil-

Thesa children will naturally leave 


‘Jthe Victoria School and attend the 


Quarry Bay School There will 
willl remain. thirty-thfee children 
between the ages of five and nine 
in attendance at the. Victoria 
School . . 

The Victoria School building at 
Causeway Bay will shortly be 
demotihed, and J suggest that a 
temporary building similar to that 
recently erected in Gap Read—a 
model school buihling in many me 
spects—be “erected either in the 
neighbourhood of the existing 
school or, preferably, a little nearer 
the centre of the city, so as. to 
accommodate children from the 
western and central districts, as 
well as those living near Causeway 
Bay. - 

“3. .The pupils in groups (oy (c) 
and (d) can probably’ be best pro- 
vided for by the establishment of 
a-Central School adapted to meet 
the needs of all over the age of 
‘me vears. ~ . 

Atter"a full consideration of this 
question I retire at this point from 
the Committee. I do this with the 
fall approval of the remaining 
Members of the Committee. 

The Chairman then<called upon 
Mr. Teesdale Mackintosh to ad- 
dress the meeting. 

Opening Speech. 

Mr. Mackintosh sail—Some vf 
you. will remembet that in Never 
oer of last year at a public mect- 
ing of the Board of Education the 
[uestion was raised as tO ® new 
site for the. Victoria British School 
ss o—thre ting—I—found my. 
velf protesting against any decision 
ocing taken or against any recom. 
mendation being made until the 
whole problem of the education of 
Sritish children in this Colony had 
been reviewed and ‘until we had 
fairly faced the question as to our 
motive in providing education of 
any sort for British children in 
this Colony: and the type of educa 
tion we wanted to give them here. 
The, questions which I raised “at 
that meeting are now,in the pro. 
cess to being-answered and I take 
it that the real object, of this public 
meeting. is to endeavour as far as 
possible to arrive at some common 
agreement 4s to the correct answer 
to ‘these ‘questions. We shall have 
to face this evening quite fearlessly 
and quite frankly the many difficul- 
ties which beset the efficient educa- 
tion of British children ‘in’ this 
Solony. We shall have to be pre- 
oaréd on some points to agree to 
sompromise and on neazly all points 
‘o give and.to take. I speak with 
the greatest hesitation and the 
‘treatest. diffidence “in the’ fullest 
sonsciousness that 1 am a very. new 
somer into this Coleny, that I ean- 
not speak therefore with experience 
or with the authority of many of 
you who have lived long years 
here and to whom I must seem to 
be simply a fool rushing in where 
the more experienced have feared 
to tread. 


Changed Days. 

Certain questions must be.settled 
at the very outset. To certain pro- 
positions we must give our uD- 
animous consent before we can 
proceed farther with the argument. 
First of all I suggest. that the 
position’ of the average, Britisher 
in this Colony is to-day quite dif- 
ferent from what it was, shall we 
say, 20 years ago. In the old days 
a man came to this Colony with 
the hope and intention of remaining 
here for but & few years during 
which time he would look upon him. 
self as an exile, but at the end 
of the time hoping to return. to 
his own home having made auffi- 
cient’ money to render his return 
comfortable .and secure. There 
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wasn't in those days very much 
thought of Hongkong sa & Colony 
in the sense thas men would settle 
here, make their hemes here, 
bring up their children and their 
children’s children here, creating in 
fact British homesteads. To-day, 
I Armly believe, however, that 
things have changed, and that is 
is in the interests of the Colony, 
in the interests of the Empire and 
incur own interests that we should 
look upon Hongkong a5 a settle. 
ment in which Britishers shall, be- 
come home makers and . home 
buildera, And unless this is truc 
there is not much call ta worry 
about the improvement of the 
education facilities for British chil- 
dren in this Colony. But if it is 
true, or rather if we want to 
make it true then the first and! 
most important thing is to ensure 
the provision of the most perfect 
education facilities possible for 
the younger generation who ar? 
to inherit the homes that we 
huilding and who are to 
earry-on the work that we are be- 
ginning here. (Applause). : 

+” Equal Opportunities. - 

Now I find it exceedingly difficult 
to create a home in Hongkong if 
my children have got to be educated 
during those years of their boy- 
hood and” girlhood, which are the 
yery years that will make home life 
so wonderfully fascinating. so 
wonderfully beautiful and so won- 
dertully attractive. If my boys 
apd my girls are to be separated 
from me by so great a distance 
home cannot have the meaning 
which I want to give it. 1, there 
fore, join. issue at once with those 
peoplo;- who -hold: that-for.a.boy_or! 
for a girl to continue to remaiw in 
Hongkong under -any conditions 
under the age of 10 or 12 is a 
misfortune. On the contrary I 
would advocate that every possible 
encouragement should" be given to 
parents tovenable them to keep 
their family intact, to keep their 
caildren with them.by the provision 
of efficient education facilities in 
this Colony. As Isay, if I am 
wrong in this view, then the rest 
of my argument falls to the ground, 
pecaus2 it is on this that the whole 
of my argument is based as founda- 
tion. If, however, I am right then 
undoubtedly education is the most 
important question and I suppose 
in any case, whether 1 am rigot 
or whether I am wrong, ‘the future 
is going to bring more and more 
Britishers out here, who “cannet 
afford to send their children home. 
however much. they may wish to 
do so. You have got in_ this 
Colony to-day 147 British children 
over the age of 9 years being 
educated: at British schools. There 
are more than that if you take 
thosa British children, who are 
being ‘educated: at non-Britisk 
schools. ,Taking the figures of 
those children in attendance at 
British schools yesterday you will 
find there were 147 boys and girls 
over the age of nine. There are 
129 under the age of nine. That 
means you have a total of 276° Bri- 
tish. children being educated here 
fo-day. “And, therefore, putting it 
on its lowest total from a social 
and political point of view we are 
bound to see that these children 
shall have at least equal oppot- 
tunities in the sphere of education 
as did their’ parents. 

‘Three Types of Parent. 

J have met three main types of 
parent. First, the parent who al- 
most before the child is born has 
declared that he sball go to such 
and such 2 school, shall pass such 
and such examinations and shall 
enter such and such a profession, 
and he inakes ‘his plans accordingly. 
Secondly, the parent who says, 
I cannot make plans for my child, 
I cannot possibly tell for what 
particular profession or trade he 
may be fitted in years to come. I 


ara 


shall, therefore, Jeave it ‘for the 
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future to show what. particular 
course he shall follow and in the 


meantime I shall be quite satisfied | 


if he.can obtain a goad all round 
education. And thirdly, tnere is 
the parent who says that all that 
matters is that my child shall have 
goed health and to obtain that I 
will sacrifice everything and cer- 
tainly education. With regard to 
this latter class of parent I have 
very Httle to say, I have no know- 
ledge ag to the peculiar dangers 
whieh education in - this © Colony 
may work upon the health of our 
boys ‘and girls, I can only blindly 
accept the reports which are made 
each year by our medical school 
inspectors, who invariably and 
undoubtedly without exception 
year after year report that the 
health cf the children in’ the 
schools in Hongkong is excellent. 
For “the first class of parent 
t have the deepest sympathy 
and the greatest admiration, and I 
would do everything in my power 
to ensure that he may be able .to 
carry out his plans with the 
greatest” possible success. 
. “A Solemn Warming. 

To, the second class of parent 
I would utter a-solemn warning, 
that such a policy is almost cer- 
tain in these days to lead to a 


blind alley for I know of nothing : 


so dangerous, I anv inclined to say 
so criminal, as a geod all round 
general education. We liva to- 
day in an age of specialists. And 
if our children are to take their 
place successfully in _ the -compe- 
tition which awaits them in life 
they must. receive that special 
training which will fit them for 
that struggle. Now the difficul- 
ties which we have to face in this 
Colony in its present condition are 


mainly three in number. Firstly, 


the shortage of numbers. There 
are only a limited number of Bri- 
lish children and you cannot 
have a really successful school 
with all the traditions of a school 
spirit that have made our British 
public. school “so wonderful and 
so justly renowned throughout the 
world.unless you have a sufficient 
number of children to whom and 
on whom to work. And this 
shortage of numbers is made 
more difficult by class distinctions 
and especially the difference ¢f 
salaries which prevail out here. 
In Scotland they have - managed 
to break down these class distinc- 
tions and it is true to a large 
extent that in Scotland all the 
children, whatever may be , the 
position of their parents, attend 
the “same schoo ‘We | shall 
have to try and imitate that Scet- 
tish system out here. (Applause). 
For many of us it will . involve 
a struggle. Many of as will have 
to learn, in-this puint. expecially, 
to sink our own individual pre, 
judices. to learn to give’ and to 
take. Because one thing is clear 
that the efficiency of your school 
will depend to. a - tremendous 
extent on the number of children 
in attendance. Games .which do 
form part of the education of the 
young cannot be played efficiently 
unléss your numbers are adequate 
and tiy own oxperience of some 
years as a schoolmaster tells me 
that I cannot teacha small’ clasg 
of children with the same efiici- 
ency and with the same inspira- 
tion as I can teach a larger class. 
The First ition. 

Here then, arises the first and 
perhaps the most important op- 
position to the proposals for the 
improvement of British education 
in this Colony as we have put 
them forward. Why, says our 
opponent, why have schools for 
British children at all?) Why not 
let-them alk mix together and at- 
tend those schools and colleges in 
the Colony which have reached a 
high state of efficiency and whick 
are open to all.children irrespec- 
tive of distinctions of nationality, 
creed or class? This is a ques- 
tion which is essentially one for 
you British parents to decide and

A Large Central School! 

And so it comes about that we 
large central 
schoo! te which all British children 
shall be sent, boys ag well as girls. 
I admit quite frankly that I am 
not an unmixed admirer of the 
modern system of co-education and 
that in many ways I would like 
te see the buys separated from-the 
girls ‘during their. school hours. 
Bur 1 fully realize that out here 
the eficiency of the school depends 
intensively upon large nambers and 
is weakened enormously by shor: 
tage of numbers, and so, in order 
to make up the. required number 
which will ensure efficiency, if for 
ne other reason, I And if necessary 
for the boys and girls to attend the 
same school under the system of 
cu-education. And-that is one uf 
the reasuns why L cannot agree 
with those of us who are advocgiing 
the establishment of = bvarding 
School for Britixh children tu - be 
built either at Weihaiwei or in the 
new territurics, Such a prop-szal 
docs rot seem to cater at all fur 
the education of our girls and I 
think that such a proposal is too 
expensive to make it feasible for 
quite a number of children tere 
besides being unacceptable to thuse 
parents who desire their children 
to remain at home cin -order to 
enjoy to'the full the delights ‘and 
safeguards of Loumelife. But having 
obtained your central school . you 
Must what. kind pf an 
education sou are going to provide 
there, You must have a permanent 
and well trained and efficient staff, 
indeed’ yuur' staff must be the most 
efficient stall obtainable in the 
Colony. We should be, ashamed 
of setting up a school fer British 
children which is in any: way short 
of being the best either as regards

regards equipment. 
Medel Kindergartens. 

For your younger children, a3 we 
have pointed out, you must pro- 
vide model kindergartens in all 
those localities where the size vf 
the British community demands it 
and you must sec that those kinder- 
garten schools are thoroughly 
efficient and up-to-date. But ycu 
must be .carcful not to leave your 
children too long in this’ kinder- 
garten stage and you must move. 
them io the ‘central school as son 
as they‘are ready for the. more 
serious side of education and, once 
there they must be educated along 
lines of'a very definite syllabus which 
should have a.very definite aim in 
view.

(Applause) 
And it will probably surprise many 
of you to know what a tremendous 
aumber of opportunities oxirt in 
thia Colony for your sans if only 
they can obtain this standard. 
The London Matric.’ 

And I say the London.matricu- 
fation examination rather than 
the Hongkong matriculation ex- 
amination, alshough the two 
things are almost identical, be 
cause the London matriculation 
exarmination makes a second lan- 
guage compulsory and it is just 
this second language which makes 
all the difference to the market 
value of the boy, I wonder whe- 
ther we have fully realized that 
here in this Colony every year, 
thanks to the arrangements which 
the Governmen: have made with 
the University ef London, your 
children. can sit for the London 
matriculation, fer the London 
Intermediate and for the London 
Degree. They can. take these 
examinations out ‘here withcut 
going home, without residing in 
any Universiy and while still 
pursuing whatever employment 
you may find for them to do when 
they leave school. And yet dur- 
ing the time that I have been in 
Hongkeng there has been no case! 
of a British boy sitting for the Lun. 
don matriculation examination let 
alone for the higher examinations. 
But I repeat that it should be 
pissible for every British boy to 
reach that stapdard at the age! 
of 16 or 17 and so to secure for 
himself a recognized market value 
as he sets out info life. With 
this certificate: he is quakfied to 
enter into any employment that 
you may find for him in this 
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the resulis-of some: tremendously 
diffeult - University scholarship 
examination? No, but on the re- 
sults of the Hongkong matricula- 
tion examination. The ordinary 
standard of a school leaving certi- 
ficate which every British boy can 
automatically .and without con- 
scious: effort attain by going 
through the ordinary routine of.a 
school working to that end and 
yet so far no Brisish boy has been 
ableeto win this scholarship from 
Hongkong! But if there is’ any 
parent-here who wants to make his 
children engineers or agriculturists 
he is entitled to demand the crea- 
tion of a school whose curriculum 


‘shall normally and ordinarily pre- 


pare those boys to pass that 

examinstion. (Applause). : 
‘Fhe Medical Profession. . 

‘There must, I imagine, sometimes 


bea ooy in Hongkong, or even a}; 


girl, who would Hike to'enter the 
medical profession. Yes, I can 
hear the father or the mother say 
I should like my boy or my girl 
to become a doctor. They were 
clearly fitted for such a life, but 
how can I pessibly afford to send 
them home with all the’tremendous 
expense involved of a home Uni- 
versity and walking the hospitals 
at home. It can all be “done in 
Hongkorg. The medical degree of 
the Horgkong University is re- 
cognised by the British Medical 
Counci!. A man with that degree 
is entitled to practice medicine in 
any part of the British Isles or in 
any British Possession. The fees in 
this examination are quite inexpen- 
sive.” They work out at something 
under £80 o year and there are 
scholarships which can be obtained, 
I should imagine, almost for the 
asking. There are firms here who 
have the right of nominating Donor 
scholars which entitle the holder to 
free tuition. There is the King

hope of making good and estab- 
lishing his position as an educat- 
ed man. 


A Comparison. 

Place before yourself two boys, 
the one says “I have been at such 
and such a schoal where I have 
received a good sound general 
education. Ne, I didn’t learn very 
much mathematics because 
that particular year my headmas- 
ter decided that mathematics 
shouldn't bé taught; no, I didn’t 
learn a second language because 
father thought that language wes’ 
waste of time and. mother didn’t 
held with my learning French. 
(Laughter). But I have had a 
good sound gereral education. I 
can.draw more or less, 1 know the 
dates of the Kings of England and 
I have learnt a certain amount of 
geography of Eastern Asia. 
And I got distinction in Biblical 
knowledge.” (Laughter). Then 
take the boy who says “I was at 
such and such a school, I passed 
the London matriculation examina- 
tion and then I Jeft.” Which of 
these two boys, de you suppose, 
has the better prospects? Both 
of, them started with exactly the 
same amount of brains, Either of 
them might have shared the fate 
of the, other. Neither of them 
have really done more cr less 
work than the’ other. it hasn’t 
been a question. of- cram. It 
simply hag bean. a, question of 
starting from the bottom class, of 
the schocl with a particular aim 
in view and sticking to it, or start- 
ing from the bottom class of the 
school with no aim in view but 
that of a “sound general educa-: 
tion.” : .

Mr. J. Russell (Taikoo) did not 
think there was any need to alter 
the motion. 

Another speaker pointed - to the 
fact that in a short time the Army 
schools in the central district. might 
become vacant. : 

The motion was unanimously 
passed with an addition that 3 
school also be provided i in the 
central district. . 

A Difference of Opinion. 

The Chairman, remarking that all 
the other resolutions related ex. 
chisively to children aver the age 
LOF 9, then proposed: “That°it/is 
essentint that’ British boys and]. 
girls nbove the age of 9 should 
receive A better education jn this 
Colony than at present.” 

The Hon. Mr. Holyoak seconded 
and the motion was unanimously 
carried. : 

The Chairman then propused th: 
third resolution: “That such 
education should be of a sound 
and practical character which will 
fit such boys and girls to’ occupy 
useful positions when they grow 


a Queen's College master said 
he bad not heard anything yet 
which had suggested the real line 
of education - required. Me. 
Mackintosh, in his speech, bad said 
that the end in\view was matri- 
calation,-but-that-end—was—-bein: 
worked to on paper all the time. 
Therefote, it was not the syllabus 
which was at fault. What was the 
better education which the gentle. 
men had in mind and hew were 
they going to differentiate between 
their subjects? He pat the ques- 
tions without prejudice, merely 
as an enquirer, who had not 
been in the Colony sety* long. 
He felt it was a very wide 
and difficult question, It had 
been thrashed out in England 
over a period of 100 years. Dur- 
ing the last 50 years it had been 
brought down to a very fine point. 
There were about five subjects 
required for every boy. Boys 
were not trained to. werk to any 
end. When they get to the matri- 
culation boys, began to look out 


‘on the world, fo enter offices and 


to grasp sensibly the work their, 
employers set them. One of the 
essential things was that the boys 


‘} should have been taught to “think 


and. reflect. (Applause). It 
seemed to him, from what he had 
heard and seen in the papers, 


"| there was a vagueness as to what 


kind of” education. was really 
wanted. He was not trying to 
throw cold water on the scheme. 
but was endeavouring to get at 
the root of the matter and put it 
on a preper basis, With the small 
number of British children in the 
Colony “at present no business 
man would-for a minute enter- 
tain the suggestions put forward. 

Mr. Mackintosh said he must 
congratulate the last speaker ‘f 
he had succeeded in obtaining a 
syllabus of the Peak School, the 
Victoria Schook.or even the Kow- 
loon British School. He had asked 
on several occasions at meetings 
of the Educaticn Board that the 
{syllabus be placed upon the table 
but had always received the same 
answer. that it was in course of 
It had been his 

painful duty to point out over and 
over again that mathematics were 
not taught at all in these schools, 
j oF perhaps it would be more cor- 
rect to say .that they had only 


Neither Does He Care. 


begin to teach them mathematics 
—simple algebra dnd geometry. 
He hada suspicion that the last 
speaker was comparing the very 
pleasant lines on which he worked 
at Queen's CoMege with the less 
easy conditions under which his 
colleague, Me. Nightingale, work- 
ed at Kowloon. With regard to 
the type of education, they were 
asking that the boys should be 
drought up to the mratriculation 
standard, “I do” not know whe- 
ther the matriculation standard is 
just a beginning, but, if it is only 
a beginning, for heaven's sake let 
us “begin,” declared Mr. Mackin~ 
tosh. “You have not got your 
boys anything Hke up to that 
standard yet." He suggested that 
it should be incladed in the reso-~ 
luticn that the type of education: 
should be on definite matriqula- 
tion lines. (Applause). “ 

Grocer’s Shop Education, 

“We have heard so much of this 
profit and loss systém in educn- 
tion that, to put it commonly, we 
‘are fed up,” declared a speaker. 
“I look upon the education of Bri- 
tish_ children as ‘a national asset, 
not to be run along the lines of a 
grecer’s shop. (Laughter).- I 
hink obr friend is only. repeating 
what we have heard from the 
Educational Department all along 
the line.” 

The Queen's College master re- 
plied that he spoke from an un- 
biassed -point, of view. He re- 
peated that no business man 
would entertain sthe proposals. 
“Personally,” he said, “I should 
be delighted if they raised the 
salaries. I know it, would not be 
any use putting that Forward, be- 
canse they would consider it from 
8 business’ point of view.” 

The Chairman amended the re 
solution to read: That such}. 

be of gtch a 
character as to enable scholars on 
leaving school at the.age of about 
17 yedrs ta pass the standard of 
the Letdon matriculation: exami- 
nation.” 

The motion having been. sécond- 
ed it was carried. 

Bourding School not Favoured. 

The Chairman then presented 
his fifth’ zesolution which read: 
“That, for the purpose of subject- 
ing them to the necessary training 
and discipline, it is desirable the 
boys should be boarders and not 
day boys.” He explained that the 
real difficulty with regard to this 
was’ ‘to. obtain a-suitable site for 
such a school. He had discussed 
the question with- various’ people, 
and a whole mutiplicity, of ‘sites 
had been suggested to him ~He 
mentioned a few,. such as .on. the 
road between Kowloon City and 
Yaumatl,\in- the neighbourhood of 
the setilement at Kowloon - Tong, 
near the Wong-nei-chong - Gap, and 
Mr. Claud Severn bad suggested 
that the mud flats at Shatin could 
be reclaimed, and a schoo! bullt-on 
the land thus made available.” An- 
fther ‘suggestion was Stonecutters, 
—(Laughter)—, but this had 
drawbacks, as, for example, 
exposed pesition of the island dur- 
ing the typhoon season. They 
really wanted something a little 
more central, and if, possible, 
placed ‘above the level, on the’ hill. 
side, where there were definite 
advantages from a health -point-of 
view. However, that was not a 
thing they could decide at that 
evening’s meeting, and he had 
merely brought the matter up in 
order that the views of those pre- 
sent might be learned. . 

A gentleman in the audience im- 
mediately rose and. expressed. the 
opinion that there. could be some 
doubt as to whether the discipline 
rota boarding schcol was any bet- 
ter than the discipline of the home. 
The statement was greeted with a 
certain amount of amusement by 
those: present. The speaker went 
on to say, however, that they had 


consideratiy dearer, from the pois 


-fentation standard if they did notlof view.of the parent, 


speakort cn the question of: expense, 
though he intimated bis 

ment where discipline was con- 
cerned. He stated that he wag: 
only ‘putting these motions wi 
the object of ascertaining the trae 
feeling of the meeting, and not 
with any great desire of sesing 
tham passed.

The latter was put to the meeting, 
and carried with three dissentients. 
No Education for British Children. 


The sixth resolution proposed by °7 
the Chairman was as under: “That :

approximate so far as possible to.- 
the present staff of Queen’s Col- 
lege, ard that continuity of staff, 
especially of the senlors, should 
be secured.” 

Mr. Bolton, whe ssconded, de- 
clarwd that up to the present. time 
there had been no education for 
British children in Hongkong. His 
experierce had ‘Been that with 
every change of teacher in British: 
schools there’ had come a new order 
for books (Laughter). He did not 
altogether agree with the sugges- 
tion of free education. They were 
all prepared te pay something to- 
wards the education cf their boys 
and girls, but he thought that.with. 
a little judicious management tho. 
coat might be very , considerably 
curtailed, especially ‘on books, 

. The resolution was carried.

parents.should carnestly cooperate

The Inst resolutivn «proposed. by 
tle Chairman was as follows: 
“That” adequato playing grounds 
should be attached to the school 
and that the playing of games 
should be ‘compulsory for boys.” 

“And girls”. suggested several 
members of the audience.

THE EDUCATION 
MEETING. 


The latge attendance at last 
evenina’s public meeting on the 
question of the education of 
British children provided ample 
proof of the interest which “is 
taken in this subject. One point 
which prominently emerged was 
thet there is widespread dissatis- 
faction with the existing educa- 
tional facilities. It was to em- 
phasise thie fact that the meeting 
was convened, and, at the same 


time, to get into direct touch 


with parents in order to ascer- 
tain their views on the subject. 


‘From one standpoint, there was 


really little need for the holding 
af's public meeting at this stage. 
The Government must have been 
well aware, from frequent com- 
ment in the Press, as well as 
from official. reports .on the 
schools, that there was some- 
thing wrong with the education 
being given to British children, 
and that reforms were necessary. 
The whole subject was recently 
investigated by a committee of the 
Board of Education, and its pro- 
posals were of a comprehensive 
and far-reaching character. On 


'|a point of procedure, it seems to 


us that before convening a public 
gathering it would have basen 
better had some definite official 
statement been extracted from 
the Government, as‘to its attituds 
on the recommendations contain- 
ed in the committee's report. 
Then everybody would have 
known exactly how matters 
stood, and there would not have 
been the’ possibility, as there now 
is, of the public seeking to con- 
vert the Government to proposals 
of which it may already approve. 
However, the meeting has had 
this value—it has sbown the 
Government thatthe public feela 
kogaly on the’ subject, and, what 
is more, that parents ‘thoroughly 
endorse the main points of the 
Education Committes’s scheme 
for solving the.problem. 

Mr. Teesdale Mackintosh's ad- 
dreas was a clear analyzie of the 
present shortcomiags and of the 
reforma which, are needed. 
Whilst, however, we appreciate 
to the full the value of specialise- 
tioh in ‘education, we cannot’ go 
all the way with Him ‘in. his

tion given is “good and “all- 
round” it must surely have 
beneficial results and give scope 
for the individuality of the 
scholar. After all, the sim of 
education is not to work to 5 
cartain set .atandard—it. is, or 
should be, to get tha student to 
think rationally and to show an 


\intelligent interest in whatever 


work he eventually takes up. 
And itis worthy of note that Mr.. 
Mackintosh's denunciation of s 
general education was in direct 
conflict with the views of the 
authora of the resolution subse- 
quently put to the meating that 
the education should be “of a 
sound and practical character 
which will fit boys and girle to 
ocoupy a useful position when 
they grow up." We are douhiful 
also whether most of those 
present really set such store on 
‘the ‘public’ school tradition * 
as Mr. Mackintosh seemed to 
imagine; we should say that a 
very small proportion of tha 
audience had bad any personal 
experience of that tradition, aud 
we are certainly not yet con- 
vinced that its inculestica is by 
any Means a necessity. 

What wo are gtatified at, how- 
ever, is that the meeting has 
given such a ‘decided vote in 
favour of the Education Com- 
mittee’s recent report, and that it 
firmly expressed’ its opinion 
against a boarding school. The 
Government ‘must now surely 
take note of this public endarse- 
ment of the Committee's recom- 


___| mendations, and pre hope that an 


early opportunity will be provided 
of ascertaining how the Govern- 
ment views the proposals put 
forward. . :

Mr. Cox, who was ordained in 
1862, was appointed perpetual 
curate of St. Margaret's, Toxteth 
Park, Liverpool, in 1876. The 
church, to which no parish was 
attached, was built “by a band 
ot laymen in order that din it 
Catholio worsbip and ritual might 
be thoroughly carried out” 

Mr. Cox was summoned before 
Lord Penzance in 1885, after the 
Bishop of Liverpool's sanction 
had been obtained, but he declin 
ed to attend the court. : 

“A monition was iseued' egainst 
bim ordering him to refrain from 
the use of- Eucharistic vestments, 
altar Jichtx, &c., but ‘of this he 
took no notice, and be was 
suspended from his duties by 
Lord Pezzance. Mr. Cox treated 
this order also with contempt. 

“A motion was made. to commit 
him to prison, and the English 
Church Union applied to the 
Court of Queen’s Bench for a 
writ of probibition, which was 
granted, but the Court of Appeal 
reversed the decision, and Mr. 
Cox was committed to Walton 
Gaolin May 1887. 6 - * 
“The English Church Union 
then applied for a writ of habeas 
corpus, and Mr. Cox was released

“For years,” continued Lord 
Hawke, “I-felt it a pleasure to 
captain the side without another 
amateur. The scarcity of ama- 
teurs in our team isa matter our 


‘\ friends below the Trent aopear to 


distike. 

Yorkshire is a grat commer- 
cial county. We have not the 
public school boys coming on 
good enough or with the time 
necessary for the game. ~

portant; our excellent selection 
comm‘ttee alwars chooses tha 
best players, irrespective of 
whether they are amateurs or 
professionals. The public want 
the best. : 

“The professional cricketer, 
always a gentleman, is a great 
asset to English cricket,” 

Last season, he added, was one 
of real triumph for Yorkshire's 
bowlers, Wilfrid Rhodes again 
beaded the bowling averages, and’ 
for the sixteenth time ia bis bril- 
liant career captured over 100 
wickets,
